CONSENT to settlement was men 

tioned in a motion in which George 

O’Brien and his wife, Bridget O’Brien, 
of Thomas Moore street, Dungarvan, the 
plaintiffs in an action against Michael Whelan, 
of St. Garvan’s terrace, Dungarvan, made a 
claim against the Commercial Union Assur 
ance Co., Ltd., Cornhill, London, and College 
Green, Dublin, under Section 78 of the Road 
Traffic Act, 1933. 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr. M. J 
Connolly, K.C., and Mr. J. L. Esmonde (in 
gas, by Messrs. E. A. Ryan and Co.). 
appeared for the plaintiffs, said that Mr. ani 
rs. O’Brien’s action against Mr. Whelan 
was for damages for personal injuries suffered 
by Mrs. O’Brien, who was knocked down b; 
a motor bicycle driven by Mr. Whelan at 
Dungarvan on llth June, 1934; and for the 
loss by Mr. O’Brien of the society and services 
of his wife. The Commercial Union Assur 
ance Company had issued a policy to Michae!

At the 
time of the accident there was no sideca 
attached to the ro and the Assurance 
Company disclaimed liability under the policy. 
In the action of O’Brien against Whelan,

The action was sent for trial for the assess 
ment of damages, and the jury assessed 
damages, giving the plaintiff George O’Brien
